Nothing ia perbaps more common than 

“to hear travollors remark when speaking 
of the ancient kingdoms of Asia and 
Afcioa that. Ohina cannot boast of any 
_gceat public works which testify to her 
- having been occupied, either at a remote 
or more modern period of her history, by 

~ an enterprising and civilised race. 
majority of other ancient countrics -of 
Greater and Lessér Asia, they procesd to 
say, still possess. vast ‘buildings, some 
intact and others'in ruins, which speak in 
the most unmistakable terms of the 
intelligonce and enterprise of the inhabit- 
ante of those lands in paatages. Not u 
few ot thess travellors remind us; by way 
‘of example, of the extraordinary fact that 
Babylon, founded by Semiramis B.c, 2007, 
was enclosed by a brick. wall, of which 
‘vestiges still remain, which was 200 feet 
high, five feet broad and sixty miles in 
circumference, and that it was defended 
by 250. towery, and, approiched by 100 
gates of solid: brass, Others tell us that 

. the Ninevites, when in the plenitude-of

their power, enclosed the great city of- 


Nineyeh by a wall: which, . according to 
~ Diodorus, was 100 feet high, and so broad 
onthe top that three chariots could'bo 
driven abreast, that it waa sixty miles 
in ciroumference, and was‘defended by 
‘1,500 towers, each of which. was 200 feet 
high, Otheradeacant upon the glories of 
the temple of Diana at Ephesus, tlie 
ruins of which have recently been dis- 
covered by a learned and zealous En- 
giish antiquary, and- tell us with 
. Gpparent wonder and satisfaction that 
it ‘was more. than 200° yoara in the 
courss of construction, And as to 
African lands they’point with triumph 
to the pyramids, &o,, of Egypt. Bat 
what,I avk, are any or all of these build- 
ings, in- the majority of respects, whon 
- compared with tho Great-Wall of China? 
' ‘Thig stupendous wall, which is, undoub- 
tedly, the greatest masterpiece of indus-

that is from the Yollow’ Sea to the most 
weaterly point of the province of Shanai, 
_ and ig, consequently, 1,500 English miles 
‘in length, It is from twenty to twenty- 
five feet high, and its brendth at the top 
_ ia so great ag to admit of six horgomen 
riding abreast, It is flanked throughout 
ita entire length, at frequent intervale, 
by square towers, which are forty-eight 
fost high and fifty wide, and its massive 
gates are in sdmo instances fortified by 
. two, and, in others, by three ramparts of 
great atrength. « 
~ According to Chinese. annals, four or 
fivd milliona of men were employed in 


{i building it, and'during the short period— 


ten years-—which elapsed from the laying 
of the foundation atone to the full comple-

Dragon Throne, not wishing to draw from 
the Imperial Exchequer, promised to 
bestow titles and: distinction ‘upon all 
who should contribute to's fund’ which 
he had established’ for the purpose of 
obtaining the tmeans necessary to enable 
him to begin and complete so important 
a work aa the restoration of the embauk- 
ments of the Yellow River. - The titles 
promised were .to bo ‘proportionate of 
course to the sams contributed by cich 
person. The fund. required having been 
obtained, one hundred :thotdand abla 

odied ‘labourers entered at onee upon 
the Herculean task of repairing the broken 
dykes, The work was finished ia dua} 
course’ of time. Despite, however, all 
the toil and expense which were then 
and. which have for ages past been ex- 
prnded on this impetuous river, it still 
occasionally breaks through its huge bar- 
rier of carth andatove, and destroys evory- 
thing that comes within reach of its flood. 
It would seem, indeed, that the best en- 
gineering skill which China can command 
ig but fatuity and folly\when enliated | 
against the violence of this\mighty stream 
—as vain, in short, aa were the words of 
probibition which Canute oheo addresged 
to a flowing tide, This opihion is enter- 
tained by many of the most talented man- 
darins of the couatry, who are almost at 
their wits’ end in devising schemes which 
they think are best calculated to check 
the inundations of this river, 

In the course of a conversation which 
took place in my hearing, a few years ago,- 
between a foreign prince, who is now one 
of tho leuding meu .of Europe, and Jui- 
taai-yan, {Viceroy of the two southern 
kwangs, the latter observed (in reply to 
a remark which had been made respecting 
the high. state of perfection which ongi- 
neering skill had attained. in Europe), 
‘that the Yellow River would baffle the 
genius of the most scientific European 
civil engineers, and. that the idea of 
apanning it with a railway bridge, 
question which had been suggested; was 
too chimericul to be entertained/ for a 
-momeat, = 

The plan which Kia-bjng~ddopted in 
order to obtain funds for repairing the 
embankments of the Yellow River, and 
to which I referred in’ proceding sen- 
tence, was-not at. all singular, The 
Chinese Government has, from time im- 
memorial, sought to impress the, minds 
of tho people with the importance of 
preserving intact the vast barriers by: 
which the rivers of tho country are, as 
arule, confined to their channels. And 
with the view of urging the respective 
people, more especially the wealthy olas- 
ses, to give cheerfully and liberally of 
their substance to funds established. for 
the preservation’ of such. great and ne- 
cessary works, it has been usual for the 
imperial rolers of the country to bestow 
titles of honour-upon all who have been 
distinguished for-their zoal in a cause of 
auch general utility. I learn, indecd, 
from Chinese history that persons, owing 
to the extraordinary zeal and ability 
which they have displayed in the fur- 
therance of such important public. works, 
have been held up as provincial and 
national benefactors, and- many of them 
have been actually deified by -imperial 
decree, I may mention by way: of ex- 
ample that a person named Chaong-ha, 
who flourished during the Suog dynasty, 
AD, 420-479, and who resided at’ Soo- 
shan, in the province of Chit-kong, waa 
Geified-for the all-important reagon that 


Ming dynasty, A.D. 1368-1644, was also 
deified for having erected an embank- 
ment pear to the confluence of the three 
principal rivers of the provirice of Chit- 
kong, . A State temple was dedicated to 
his service in'the second year, aD. 1735,
